That was the first 
reason for seeking the removal of the 
clause. Secondly, he continued, the 
clause “ has been unscrupulously used 
to misinterpret our athtude.”

MASSADA FINDS

JERUSALEM 

Two fragments of parchment, 
narts of a phylactery, mscribed in 
square Hebrew letters similar to the 
script of the Dead Sea Scrolls; have 
been found in a cave north of 
Massada, Dr. Yochanon Aharoni, 
of the School of Archeology of the 
Hebrew University, announced 
here. 

One fragment, almost complete, 
is inscribed with the first ten verses 
of Chapter xii of the Book olf 
Exodus, while the other, which is 
incomplete, has verses Il to 16 of

“The .Oxford Dictionary defines 
an obscurant as “one who strives to 
prevent inquiry, enlightenment, 


reform. It does not necessarily tol- 
low that the obscurant is operafing 
from base motives; therein hes the 
tragedy, For what he believes the 
highest of motives, a man may 
deliberately block inquiry, oppose 
enlightenment; and viciously attack 
reform. One sces it, unfortunately, 
in the attitude of the Rabbinate of 
the establishment. from the Chief 
Rabbi's office down. 

“It is a gross conceit, and a 
positive disservice to Judaism for 
Rabbanim, Dayanim, and the rest to 
say “We are the Law.” They most 
certainly are not; they are, some of 
them, highly learned) men, whose 
interpretation of the Law should be 
heard with respect. But this respect 


must be gained by demanstrable pcr- 
cepuion, prudence, and sympathy. An 
attribute to be won by no easy means, 
it is a reward for continuous service. 
sometimes the most humdrum, and 
no perquisite of office howeve: 
exalted the incumbent believes this 
office to be. 

“The present vanities of the estab- 
lishment have their due reward in 
the derision of the younger geenera- 
tion, and in the bare formalities of 
observance by the older. The 
acrimony in Glasgow over a recent 
question of proselytisation has not 
a great deal to.do with the individual 
case concerned. [t is an expression 
of resentment at the egregious bully- 
ing of the community indulged im by 
the Rabbinical hierarchy 

* The lessons are simple but one is 
not sanguine about thew being taken 
to heart by the establishment. Service 
must come before respect, respect 
before authority; there is no divine 
right of Rabbanim ; and im the words 
of Rabban Gamliel: * All study of 
the Torah without work, must in the 
end be futile and become the cause 
of sin.”

"HEN Labour Exchanges were intro- 
duced into this country just 50 
years ago by the then President of the

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE TWO ARKS 


And Moses took the bones of 
Joseph with him. (Exodus xiii, 19.) 


HE Midrash observes that 

two arks accompanied the 

people of Isracl on their 
journey towards the Promised 
Land. One of them was the ark 
containing the bones of Joseph, the 
other: containing the tablets of stone 
given on Sinai. When the Israclites 
were asked by their neighbours to 
explain the significance of the two 
arks they replied: “ The one whose 
bones rest in this ark kept the 
Torah which lies in the other 


Between tradition and ancesior 
worship the demarcation line ts 
sometimes finely drawn. How. do 
we distinguish between a super- 
stitious reverence for the past and 
the use of past spiritual experience 
as a guide for the present and 
future ; The answer appears to be 
given in the Midrash. The bones 
of Joseph were not venerated for 


themselves. relics are 
hardly known in Jewish history. 
The people took the bones ol 


Joseph with them to remind them 
of the power of a life controlled 
by the Torah.

After a ten-year absence in 
Jerusalem, where Hie is now head of 
the Religious Department of the 
Jewish National Fund and Chairman 
of the local National Religious Party, 
Rabbi Dr. I. Weinstock met on 
Saturday his former congregants and 
told them that Anglo-Jewry, of whom 
he used to be quite critical in the past, 
was, in fact, “a precious stone in the 
crown of the Jewish people.” 

He was addressing the m/’'lava 
malka of the local Mizrachi Society 
in Hampstead Garden Suburb—where 
he was minister from 1941 to 1950. 

Jews in this country, he explained, 
might not be as “100 per cent 
Jewish” as were their East European 
forbears, and they might fall short 
of the religious observances, but one 
of their greatest qualities was their 
faith in Judaism. 

It was to this faith that Rabbi 
Weinstock appealed. “Take your 
place in our struggle for more reli- 
gious education in Israel, for a fuller 
observance of the Shabbat and of 
kashrut.” He emphatically denied 
that the Mizrachi Movement in Israel 
was making “extreme demands” in 
the religious sphere. “You cannot 
impose extremist views on Israel,” he 
said, 

But he equally denied the validity 
of the view that Isracl was a place 
for non-religious Jews only. 

The other guest speaker, Rabbi H. 
Rashbass, gave a discourse on the 
relationship between reason and 
secular studies (symbolised in the 
Bible by the forbidden fruits of the 


Tree of Knowledge) on the one hand, 


and faith and Torah (the Tree of 
Life) on the other. 

The large gathering. over which 
Mr. W. M. Sefton presided, was also 
entertained by a song recital by the 
Rev. J. Landberg.

Threat To London Synagogue

One of London's oldest synagogues 

the Borough, which was founded 
130 years ago—may soon reach the 
end of its history. The lease of its 
present premises expires this year, and 
after an extraordinary general mecet- 
ing of the congregation, which took 
place on Monday, the chances fo: 
establishing it in a new building look 
slight. 

The basic cause of the synagogue’s 
troubles is the shift of Jewish popula- 
tion away from Southwark, leaving 
the “ Borough” with 174 subscribing 
members, of whom only about sixty 
live in the immediate vicinity of the 
synagogue. Only 40 people turned up 
for the crucial dscussion about the 
cgmmunity’s future. 

The discussion was opened by the 
two Wardens, Mr. D. Harris, who 
presided, and Mr. 8S. Waterman. The 
latter recalled the resolutions passed 
at a meeting last November, calling 
on all members to contribute to a 
fund for the building of a new syna- 
gogue, and to pay higher annual sub- 
scriptions. After that meeting an 
approach had been mage to the Hon. 
Officers of the United Synagogue, who 
had expressed their willingness to 
assist in the building of a new syna- 
gogue, provided that the community 
changed its status from that of a con- 
Stituent synagogue to that of a district 
synagogue. 

This meant in effect that the com- 


‘munity must: prove that it- could be 


self-supporting, and, Mr. Waterman 
pointed out, it had been reckoned 
that the annual income that would 
have to be found was £3,000. In 
order to raise such a sum the existing 
membership fees would need to be 
raised by 100 per cent, bringing the 
average contribution up to that of the 
New West End Synagogue. 

It was on this rock that all sugges- 
tions for the continuance of the syna- 
gogue foundered. Even among those 
present only seven people indicated 
their willingness to pay twice as much 
a year. It was pointed out that the 
community was an ageing one and the

financial burden that would devolve 
upon the younger members would 
increase year by year. 

Eventually it was resolved that a 
fresh approach should be made to the 
United Synagogue, pointing out that 
a subsidy of £1,000 per annum was 
necessary if the synagogue was to be 
maintained. This, of course, would 
be additional to the £5,000 it would 
be necessary to borrow from the same 
source in order to build a new syna- 
rogue at all. (In answer to a question 
Mr. Waterman said that the syna- 
gogue had already been subsidised by 
the United Synagogue to the tune of 
£1,000.) 

This resolution was passed with sad 
unanimity. A second resolution, put 
by Mr. A. Greenbat, aroused some 
controversy. This was to the effect 
that, if no help were forthcoming, the 
congregation should preserve 
identity, albeit in association with an 
Brixton), in the same way that the 
Hambro Synagogue had continued 
within the body of the Great Syna- 
gogue. 

Against the resolution, the Rev. Dr. 
E. Grunpeter, minister of the syna- 
gogue, said that the Borough Syna- 
gogue should either be alive or it 
should go the way of all human life ; 
it would be wrong to mummify it, as 
the step envisaged would entail. “If 
it has to go,” he continued, “ let it 
go in all its glory, whatever glory it 
has left.” 

Despite Dr. Grunpeter’s obviously 
deeply felt words, which had a 
moving effect on his audience, Mr. 
Greenbat’s resolution was generally 
considered to be a reasonable one, 
and it was passed by 28 votes.

Speaking about intermarriage, Dr. 
Cohen, a psychiatrist, of the Mauds- 
ley Hospital, London, said, in the 
course of her lecture, “marrying 
within the same religion,” she said, 
“is of considerable importance, and 
there are fundamental psychological 
reasons for this. [Earlier religious 
experiences and connections are deep 
Seated and are not easily altered.

People in Jerusalem are accustomed 
to seeing the white motor-cars of the 
United Nations Organisation inthe 
streets of the city. The duties of these 
soldiers, who come trom various 
countries, 1s tO maintam the peace of 
the Israuch-Arab borders and the Armuis- 
tice Agreement... Is that the only duty 
of the United Nations in Israel” 

We saw a reply to this question some 
time ago at the Exhibition of U.N. Day 
held in Jerusalem. In the main we saw 
the technical aid which United Nations 
institutions extend to us. About 300 
experts have come to Israel from 17 
eountrics since the establishment of the 
Siate. And Israel is a good pupil and 
has rapidly learned the modern methods 
current in advanced Siates. 

But the contact with the United 
Nations ts not one way. Experts from 
Israel. too, have been dispaiched by 
the United Nations to many countries 
as advisers. and experts. About one 
hundred such Israelis have Jeft (Israel) 
and have won the respect of all.

Mr. Eban Looks to Diaspora

Mr. Abba Eban, the first British 
Jew to become an Israeli Cabinet 
Minister, has arrived in London on 
a mission which he has defined as 
“the strengthening of the covenant 
of trust and brotherhood between the 
State of Israel and the Anglo-Jewish 
community.” 

His major engagement here is the 
launching of the Joint Palestine 
Appeal, 1960, on February 20, when 
he hopes that “ British Jewry will set 
an example ™ to the other Jewish com- 
munities in the Diaspora. 

In an exclusive interview for THe 
lewrsu CHronicie, Mr. Eban told me 
that as soon as he returned to Israel 
General Moshe Dayan would leave 
for the United States, and later other 
members of the Government would 
travel to help the various fund-rarsing 
campaigns abroad. 

“In making me available for the 
first of these campaigns the Israeli 
Government had in mind the fact that 

was the first son of the Anglo- 
Jewish community to become a mem- 
ber of the ¢ rar and I myself am, 
of course, aware of my lineage. If. 
therefore, ‘hope that the work which 
we shall = do together will be 
memorable for Israel] and for " 
lewry,” he said 

Mr. Eban. who is Minister without 
Portfolio. sa d that alth« ugh he was 
free from an strictly departmental 
duties, his opes of being less busy 

‘have oa shattered.” He was a 
me mbet of all the four Minis- 
terial Committees——on foreign affa 
economics, legislation, and interna! 
matters the three subiects which 
he was tak ne «a particula: interest 
were international affairs, problems ol 
world Jewry, and scientific problems 
in their international aspect. 

Cabinet’s Views 

He told me that he had come 
to Britain after a very intensive period 
of pohtical activily in israel—tivst, the 
election campaign, then the forma- 
tion of the new Coalition Govern- 
ment, and, finally, its exhaustive work 
concerned with laying the foundations 
for Government policy for the next 
four years. He shared with me the 
gencral conclusions of the review “ as 
scen from the Cabinet table in 
jerusalem.” 

The first was that in spite of some 
ipprehensions, “we still feel,” Mr 
Eban stated, “that our international 
position is basically strong. Although 
the Western Powers have been draw- 
ig closer to’ Nasser, they are still 
showing full respect for Israel's 
independence and territorial integrity, 
ind each of them, in different Ways, 
s contributing to Israels growing 
strength.” But at the same time, he 
added, “we are carefully watching 
their policies in the Middle East, since 
there is always the risk that in draw- 
ing closer to our adversary, they may 
draw away from us.” ' 

Mr. Eban spoke appreciatively of 
the growing links between Israel and 
the newly developing nations of Asia 
and Africa. He said that the recent 
visit of the Foreign Minister, Mrs. 
Meir. to Africa had revealed the 
resolution of some of the African 
GovernmemMs to maintain and develop 
their relations with Israel despite 
adverse Arab pressure. “There is 
clearly something in our pioneering 
effort, in our democratic spirit, and

Strunk said he condemned the mass 
murder of Jews but thought that no 
Jews should occupy leading positions 
in the Federal Republic. All Ger- 
man Jews should go to Israel. He 
did not believe that six million Jews 
had been murdered. 

It was disclosed during the trial 
that Schoenen is of Jewish descent, 
his great-grandiather having been a 
Jew. 

The Cologne Office of Prosecution 
has applied to the Federal Supreme 
Court for a retrial of Strunk and 
Schoenen because the sentences are 
considered to be too mild. 

In West Berlin the legal authori- 
ties have halted proceedings against 
some 250 former members of the 
notorious Nazi police battalion No. 9 
who participated in mass executions 
of Jews. 

Giving the reason. a spokesman 
explained that the prosecutor had 
been unable to refute the argument 
of the accused that they had 
under duress. The ex-police had 
claimed they would have been shot 
by the S.S. if they had refused to 
participate in the cxecutions.

Isracl is Canada’s leading source 
for Jewish immigrants according to 
Government statistics released by the 
Department of Citizenship and Immi- 
gration. Figures for 1959 reveal that 
six out of every ten Jews to settle in 
Canada came from Israel. 

Total Jewish immigration = to 
Canada, excepting U.S.A. immigrants, 
was 2.686. of which 1,577 claimed 
Isracl as their last country of 
citizenship.

DUTCH STUDENTS 
VINDICATED

AMSTERDAM 

The Amsterdam students’ weekly, 
“Propria Cures,” has won its court 
case against the well-known 
“ Elsevier's ‘'Weekly,” . which - had 
alleged that it was responsible for the 
inception of antisemitic agitation in 
Holland a few weeks ago. 

The students’ paper had published 
an antisemitic letter from a student, 
but did so in order to denounce It.

Reliel Work Allocation 


Over 200 refugee rabbis have bene- 
fited from special grants allocated by 
the Claims Conference. In 1959 the 
total sum allocated for relief work for 
the rabbis and their families which 
totalled over 1,000 persons, came to 
just $100,000. 

Nine-tenths of this sum was paid 
out m aid and rehef. work in the 
United States and Canada. About 
$10,000 went for assistance to refugee 
rabbis and their families now living 
in the United Kingdom. 

At the meeting here the Claims 
Conference recommended that the 
programme for relief to refugee 
rabbis should be continued in the 


same measure ag last year. Among 
the beneficiaries are 45 willows of 
refugee rabbis. 

The Claims Conference, has, |! 


learned, also decided to continue the 
special fund known as the Com- 
munity Leaders’ Fund which means 
relicf to former prominent leaders 
among Jewish communities who are 
now unable to earn a living them- 
selves.

All history text-books in use in 
Federal German schools are being 
checked by a sub-committee of the 
Standing Conference of Ministers for 
Cultural Affairs in the German 
Laender to see whether charges that 
they deal inadequately with the 
Hitler period are correct. The com- 
mittee is to siate which text-books 
are suitable for use by teachers 
dealing with this period and which 
are not. 

The Standing Committee of the 
Conference has announced that it is 
preparing a report to show that the 
appropriate Laender authorities have 
since 1950 been making efforts to 
improve political education im 
German schools. The committee 
points out that good results have 
already been achieved in several 
Laender, including Lower Saxony 
and the Rhineland Palatinate, where 
all the pupils of secondary schools 
have to pass special examinations in 


contemporary history before leaving 
school, 
The German. Committee for 


Education has declared here that 
German teachers should not be made 
the scapegoats for the latest anti- 
semitic daubings carried out by 
young people. The responsibility 
should be shared by parents, politi- 
cians. church leaders, as well as the 
teachers and school authorities.

Magen David Adom in its present 
form cannot cope with the work it 
has to do as a result of the State's 
rapid growth and medical require- 
ments, according to the report of the 
Controlier-General.

Warning Strike 

The Government at that time set 
up a committee, headed by Mi:

No Identity Cards 


If the easy manner in which the 
new census was carried through was 
welcomed by many Jews who decided 
to avail themselves of this occasion 
to “slip through” into another 
nationality, it was also designed for 
purely official administrative reasons. 
This time, the Russians were particu- 
larly anxious to establish the exact 
number of inhabitants in the larger 
cities such as Moscow and others 
where it is necessary to have permis- 
sion to remain in the city clearly 
stamped on the passport. if they 
had insisted on identity cards being 
shown, many people would not have 
turned up for the census. It seems 
therefore, that they decided to forgo 
this rigid official formality in order to 
obtain a truce figure of the number of 
inhabitants of Moscow, Leningrad, 
and other large cities. 

Statistics in Russia, as in other 
totalitarian States, are frequently 
merely what the government policy 


‘of the moment wants them to show 


and serve. With an anti-Jewish 
policy in force it is clearly not in the 
government's interest to show that 
the number of Jews is very high, but 
quite the contrary. In a country with 
a population of over 200 millon 
consisting of a mixture of nearly 100 
nationalities it certainly could not be 
very difficult to “Jose” a million of 
the Jewish people.

God, and therefore he preached 
adherence to the Jewish people. 

His teachings were followed by 
another “ pastor,” Frederico Martinez 
in Chile, who introduced the obser- 
vance of the Sabbath and of Biblical 
festivals to the sect, but also 
prophesied the return of Jesus. The 
families who followed the teaching of 
these “pastors” lived in southern 
Chile. But in 1950 about 50 of these 
families emigrated to the province of 
Rio Negro in southern Argentina. 
They formed two separate groups, 
called the Israelite Church of the 
New Kingdom and the Israelite 
Church of the New Covenant. About 
five years ago they moved to a village 
in the vicinity of Buenos Aires so as 
to be near to a Jewish community. 

The adherents to these churches 
observe the Sabbath, work and cook- 
ing are forbidden, but meals can be 
warmed up and travelling is aliowed 
They observe Rosh Hashana, fast cn 
Yom Kippur and live in booths for 
eight days during Succot. They eat 
matzo during Pesach, but call the 
first Pesach meal the “holy supper.” 

They have no special ritual nor any 
written prayers. Every person prays 
in his own fashion in an unadorned 
room where they meet to intercede 
for divine protection. Afterwards 
psalms are read and commented on. 
On the Sabbath there are two 
separate prayer ceremonies, com- 
memorating the destruction of the 
Temple in Jerusalem. The Indians 
pray standing, or kneeling with the 
palms of their hands raised upwards 
This, according to them, was the way 
in which King Solomon prayed. 

When a child is born, the Indians 
bring it to their “pastor” for his 


everyone remaining outside Israel will 
be punished. They think that only 
in Israel will there be protection and 
peace. 

Most of the original 50 families 
have returned to the old homes in the 
Rio Negro, and in view of the Israeli 
Chief Rabbinate’s decision not to 
accept group conversion but to con- 
sider each case individually, it scems 
likely the whole group will soon be 
broken up. There are now only two 
families with twelve people— still 
thinking of full conversion and 
emigration: to Israel. 

The leader of those Indians who 
sill want to convert to Judaism is 
luis Bravo, a carpentcr, who used, to 
sport a long, black beard. But he 
recently shaved off his beard because 
he said “they call me Jew and don’t 
want to give me work.” But after he 
cut his beard off he still lost his job 
because he refused. to work on the 
Sabbath. Antisemitism appears to be 
striking at him even without con- 
version 

Luis Bravo and his family have 
been receiving Hebrew less@ne 
regularly. A teacher used to make 
the five-hour. journey fram Buenos 
Aires once a week mm order to instruct 
them. But these lessons have now 
ceased hecause the teacher has 
returned home to Israel.

THE Arab trade boycott against 
Israci has grown into full-scale 
economic warfare, designed to 
isolate and destroy her economi- 
cally. Uniess checked this could 
turn out to be far more dangerous 
to Isracl than Arab arms. 


The aim of the boycott is to pre- 
vent foreign firms trading with 
Israel or allowing Isracl] to use their 
patents, to discourage air and ship- 
ping lines from serving Israel, and, 


where possible, to harm Jewish 
firms, since most Jews are pro- 
Israci. The boycott ts backed by 


official Arab Government reprisals 
against firms which infringe it. 
They are.denied the right to trade 


in Arab countries, to use Arab 
ports, and to enjoy other rights 


which have long been taken for 
granted among civilised States. 


This incipient international “ pro- 
tection racket” must be fought 
vigorously, otherwise the Arab 
Powers will be encouraged to stil! 


greater interference. in Western 
policy-making Experience has 
shown that the Arab Govern- 


ments respect firmness and exploit 
weakness. When the West Cier- 
man, Swiss, and. Dutch Govern- 
ments made it clear that they 
would not yield to the boycott, 
they had no further trouble with 
the Arabs. The major international 
airlines reacted vigorously to simi- 
lar threats on the part of the Arabs 
and threatened reprisals, where- 
upon the Arab Governments dis- 


' avowed the officials who had made 


the threats. Where. 
meet weak and 
behaviour. of 


however, they 

unprincipled 
the kind recently 
displayed by the U.S.A. Govern- 
ment, the Arab Governments are 
encouraged to make still greater 
demands. 


Western Governments ought, 
therefore, to be well aware of the 
necessity to protect all firms 
threatened by the boycott, and 


undertake reprisals if necessary, 
even if they are inconvenient. 
Moreover, the machihery of the 


United Nations might be brought 
into operation. 


But reaction to the Arab boycott 
need not stop short at Govern- 
mental action. In the U.S.A. an 
unofficial Jewish boycott of Renault 
cars has already begun in protest 
against the firm's surrender to the 
Arab boycott, and the example 
may well spread. Firms which 
consider succumbing to the pres- 
sure of the Arab boycott rather 
than face the possible economic 
consequences may soon have to 
bear in mind the possible economic 
consequences to them from a 
counter-boycott by those sympa- 
thetic to Israel. 


THE “OBSERVER” 


MUCH satisfaction will be felt by 
the Jewish community at the state- 
ment of the editor of the 
“ Observer” in his interview with 
@ representative of THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, as reported elsewhere 
in this issue. 


As far back as 1945 the pro- 
prietors of the “ Observer ” decided 
te vest the ownership of their 
property in a Trust. Their original 
purpose was apparently inspired 
by the worthiest of motives: to 
maintain the 


“Observer” as a 
completely independent newspaper 
devoted to humane and liberal 
prinicples. But the legal formula- 
tion of their objective went sadly 
astray and was most perversely 
expressed. In the Trust Deed 
appeared the indefensible provision 
that only a person of the Protestant 
religion might be a trustee or 
director, or the editor or business 
manager of the paper. As the 
“Observer” is not religious 
denominational journal but a 
general national newspaper, this 
discriminatory provision is mani- 
festiy unjust. When the matter 
was given publicity in 1952, we 
protested strongly against this dis- 
crimination, which the “ Observer ” 
nevertheless obstinately continued 
to defend

RUSSIAN HEBRAICA

Tue golden jubilee celebration of 
the . Workers’ Circle Friendly 
Society has an interest that extends 
far beyond. the confines of its 
immediate membership. Since its 
foundation in 1909 a social revo- 
lution has transformed the whole 
pattern of Anglo-Jewish life for 
the Workers’ Circle came into 
existence only just prior to the 
momentous changes introduced by 
the Insurance Act of 1911.

Library houses a Jewish collection 
including the famous.“ Bibliotheca 
Simonseniana”’ and part of. the 
library of the <late~ Professor 
Lazarus Goldschmidt. 


Jews in Norway 


Norwegian Jewry is one of the 
youngest and smallest Jewish com- 
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munities in Europe. Jews were 
first allowed into the country in 
ISSi. It was not until 1881, how- 


ever, that large-scale Jewish immi- 
gration began. The war and the 
Nazis were responsible for the dis- 
appearance of more than half of 
Norwegian Jewry. in 1947 the Nor- 
wegtan Government invited 500 
D.Ps to settle in the country. 
Shechita was officially banned in 
1931. Until the war kosher meat 
was imported, but since the libera- 
tion no kosher meat has entered 
Norway, except that a monthly 
ration of kosher sausages is now 
imported. The Jewish population 
today ts estimated to be about 900. 

The Jewish Communal Centre at 
Oslo is at Kirkeet 15; the 
synagogue will be found at Bjer- 
stein 13, near the main. city 
hospital. 

] am favoured with the guidance 
of many Chief Rabbis, but none 
of them has been so helpful as 
Chief Rabbi Dr. Kurt Wilhelm, of 
Sweden, about which country I get 
the most inquiries from prospective 
visitors to Scandinavia. The 
imposing synagogue in the Wahren- 
dorfisgatan, Stockholm, has a 
communal centre and Jewish 
library attached.

The new roads are wide and bare, 
fly-over crossings are used at many 
main road junctions and, as towns 
and villages are by-passed, 
extremely high speeds are possible 
with no more danger than must 
inevitably be associated with high 
road speeds. 


Need for Care 


There is, however, another special! 
hazard which should constantly be 
borne in mind. Both the very large 
commercial vehicles and most 
French small cars travel at very 
much higher speeds than ts usual 
in England, but, by British stan- 
dards, they are over-geared, with 
the result that, while they are able 
to attain high speed on the flat, 
many of them are reduced ‘to an 
infuriating crawl on even the most 
modest up-gradient. For the driver 
of a fast and powerful car it is 
extremely irritating to crawl up a 
gentie slope at 10 or 15 m.p.h., and 
ine impatient are tempted to pull 
out and try to pass the queue. All 
too often this results m a head-on 
crash at the brow of the hill, and 
| it 18 one of the main causes of the 
| fantastically high road accident 
figures in France. 
| Ihe authorities are taking very 
| firm measures to control this situa- 
_ tion, and, in addition to the much 
publicised week-end speed limits, 
continuous and dotted yellow lines 
are painted on almost every hill 
and bend on the main roads to 
prevent dangerous overtaking 
MotorCycle Police are very 
much in evidence, and they are 
empowered to fine offenders 
approximately £2 on the spot.* 


Some Tips 


To conclude, a few tips are 
offered to intending visitors to 
France, which, it ts hoped, will 


prove useful : 


|. The old priovrité a droite rule 
has been greatly modified. Tourists 
should nevertheless be prepared to 
give way to drivers who, because 
they are approaching from the 
right, will keep straight on with 
horns screaming. 

2. Wing-mirrors are invaluable, 
particularly on the nearside, to spot 
traffic overtaking on the “ wrong ~ 
side. 

3. If it is intended to do any 
night driving, yellow bulbs or 
glasses should be fitted to the head. 
lamps.

The 
half million Jewish immigrants 
from the Moslem and Oriental 
countries lack the many thousands 
of skilled and professional persons 
— doctors, engineers, teachers, and 
the like—who would enhance their 
status in the country and make their 
impact truly felt. Acknowledging 
this situation, the authorities are 
now making intensive efforts to 
raise the intellectual level of the 
immigrants, so that this deficiency 
can be met. The problem is a 
long-term one, but not insurmount- 
able. The very future of the State 
depends on how speedily and 


effectively this vital cultura! pro-. 


gramme can be implemented.

The Distinguished Service Award 
of\ the National Jewish Welfare 
Board of the United States has been 
presenicd to the Peterborough 
Hebrew Congregation for the help 
given to the U.S.A. Aw Force families 
of all denominations at the near-by 
Alconbury base. 

On Sunday the award was handed 
over af a ceremony at the synagogue 
m Cobdden Avenue. Capt. Robert 
Moore, a U S.AF. chaplain, said it 
was fitting that the award should be 
given at 4 time when “over the 
world today we are again secing 
the insignia .of stigma smeared on the 
duikiings of innocent people.” 

Capt. Moore explained that he had 
the President of the 
National Jewish Welfare Board that 
the small Jewish community of 
Peterborough, which had built and 
supported “a lovely little synagogue ” 
but were without the services of a 
full-time rabbi, had done an unbeliev- 
able amount of work for the Jewish 
personne! at Alconbury. Apart from 
religious matters they provided home 
hospitality and often went out of 
their way to assist in finding housing 
and meeting other needs for Jews 
and Christians alike. 

His letter, which he read to the

LEGISLATING AGAINST 
ANTISEMITISM 


A statement that the Boafd of 
Deputies is considering obtaining 
expert legal advice in order to ‘frame 
additional legislation or to improve 
the existing legislation against anti- 
semitism or neo-Nazism in_ this 
country was made by Mr. Isidore 
Sandler, President of the Communal 
Council, at Sunday's meeting at the 
Jewish Working Men's Club. 

Councillor S. Hamburger said that 
if the community was to relax into a 
state of smug complacency now that 
the outbreaks had died down, in a 
few years’ time a similar situation 
would arise. 

Public opinion in this country was 
strongly against legislation which 
restricted liberties, said Alderman 
Abraham Moss, a Vice-President of 
the Board of Deputies. The com- 
munity must not assume that the 
roblem could be solved completely 
y outside influences, he said. It 
could only be dealt with if the com- 
munity was organised and if young 
men and women took the helm of 
leadership.

In a letter to the editor, pubiished 
in a local evening paper, the Bishop 
of Newcastle (Dr. Hugh Ashdown) 
writes : 

“My attention has been drawn to 
the distress caused by part of a recent 
address of mine, briefly reported in 
your paper. In this I mentioned the 
need for constant study of the causes 
for animosity between men and 
nations, 

“ Referring to human pride as one 
such cause, I find that I said that 
‘there is pride in the Jew, and so 
wrongly singled out one group.

this “different way” work ? It 
has been said that H- you use 
allegory and are not specific then 
you leave your work open to mis- 
interpretation. But experience has 
taught me that specific and realis- 
tically simple terms are also mits- 
interpreted. - Unfortunately people 
tend to see what they want to see 
and dismiss all else, so that argu- 
ment cannot be used. No, it must 
be said that of course it can work 
—just as fable works—only one 
must not expect it to work in the 
same way as do the plays of Kops 
or Osborne. It:is no good ranting 
and saying this is obscure nonsense 
“Pinter and writers hike him are 
honest and concerned, let us be 
open to the new experience they 
have to offer. 

This is a terrifying play. The

Gentile clothing. It is not enough 
to say Goldberg is wuniversal— 
people are orly~ universal in their 
own settmg. Goldberg telling Stan 
to be.a mensch is the Mankowitz 
telling Shelley to give up poetry 
because it doesn't pay! 

But Pinter wrote this play some 
years ago and he has surely learnt, 
because all good writers learn. 
Now the problem is as much ours 
as his. There are many languages 
to learn if we are not to miss the 
excitement of hving that al! art 
carties ; they are not that difficult, 
we must just not.be afraid of 
living, that’s all.
